A STUDY OF HANDS: 
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Their Gestures and Movements Iedicatioa 
of Character, 
From the French of Eugene Mouton. 

There are very striking relations between the 
expression of the face and the part played by 
the hands. Careful observation wiil reveal the 
fact that an inpassive face is never to be seen 
in the same person whose hands are character- 
isticallylactive in gesticulation; nor is a highl 
expressive face ever seen in those whose hands 
are always motionless. Ofcourse every man 
makes more or less gestures; of course, char- 
acter, education, habit, race, all have more or 
less influence in regard tothe expressiveness 
of gesture; but these same influences invaria- 
bly affect the play of the features also, and 
show themselves in a similar manner. 

Before attempting to enter into any analysis 
of the movements ofthe hand, however, ws 
must lay down one general rule, viz: that 
usually the activity of the hands, as well as 
the mobility of the physiognomy (outside of 
all special influences of character or 
surroundings) is an almost cestain siga of 
cerebral activity, and consequently of 
intelligence. We often meet in society persons 
who can never remain a minute without 
handling something or who keep moving their 
fingers all the time it they have nothing to 
handle; sueb persons are nearly always per- 
sors of great intelligence. Their hands, 


-jrritated by inaction, are like those fine thor- 


oughbreds who paw the ground with impa- 
tience to begin the race. And it is highly 
important to notice this tendency in 
children, for it augurs well for their future 
intelligence. ; 

In regard to the movements of the hand we 
can classify according to a féw general princi- 
les. 
; Whatever tends to open, tospread out the 
hand, signifies clearness, breadth, truth, sim- 


The more energetic and rapid these move- 
ments are, the more violent and sudden the 
feeling or the intellectual action which inspires 
them. 

There are certain gestures which have 
become so identified with certain sentiments 
that their mere definition is equivalent to 
verb. Wesay “show one’s fist,” for “threateaias 
we eay “point one’s finger at a person,” to 
designate malice. The gesture of designation, 
of warning, of precision, indicated -by more 
or less tension of the index finger, are too well 
known to dwell upon. 

We press the fingers flat upon the forehead 
to recall a memory; the open hand to concén- 
trate thought. We rub or scratch the forehead 
in trying to think how to get out of a difficulty; 
a men often scratches hisear when hs feels 
embarrassed. And as one scratches also when 
bothered by a flea, the saying, ‘“‘He’s tate flea 
in his ear,’’ ws applied to a man who not 
know what to do. 

To finger one’s chin, to caress it often in 
succession, expresses in common belief dali 
eration, the search for means to fulfill 
purpose. 

Finally, to rub one’s hands together—a si 
of joy—has ed into common parlance lo 
fratter les mains) as an expression indicative 
of joy, self congratulation. The same thing 
may be said of clapping the hands, which has 
always and among all people been accepted as 
the sign and the metaphor of enthusiasm. The 
snapping of one’s fingers is also a mark of joy...

ON THE COOSA RIVER. 


Captain Seay, of Rome, Buliding a New River 
Steamer. 7 

Rome, Ga., May 3.—/Special.]—Captain John J. 
Seay, president of the White Star line steamboat 
company, is pow having constructed a new steam- 
boat for the Coosa river. It will be seventy-five 
feet on deck, twenty eight feet beam, thirty-four 
feet over all, and four feet hold. The boilers,twoin 
number, are forty two inches in diameter, and 20 
feetlong, each havings ix eight inch fiues; two 
cylinders, thirteen inches in diameter, forty-eight 
inch stroke. The steamer will have four balance 
rudders and two wing rudders. The cabin will 
be built after the style of staterooms. 

The boat is modeled foi good freight capacity, 
with ease of lines, the lines being what are techni- 
cally known as ‘hollow lines,’’ with flariag sides 
of bow. The length of bow is 42 feet, insuring 
light draft and satisfactory speed. The boat’s ca- 
pacity 105 tons to each 12 inches of depth, the light 
draft dis placement being 100 tons, with wood and 
water on board. When completed, which will be 
by September 1, the boat will be one of the hand- 
somest and most substantial that has ever plied 
the waters of theCoosa. The work isin charge of 
Captain Coulter. 

The business on the Coosa is now brisk. It is re- 
ported that Cornwall and Round Mountaino fur- 
naces will soon be in full blast, which will greatly 
increase business on the river. 


The Rainfall in Dougherty. 

ALBANY, May 3.—[{Special]—The abundant 
raivs of yesterday wiil give a new impulse to veg- 
etation in the country all around Albany, where 
crops were beginning to suffer, though not 
very seriously. Coming down from Warwick dur- 
ing the day, the writer noted that the rainfall was 
much more abundant along the old stage road on 
the east side of Flint river, the nearer he ap- 
proached Albany. In many places laige ponds 
bad been formed in low places in the fields, com- 
pletely coveriug up portions of thecrop.

PROSPEROUS PECANS. 


Lowndes County’s Trees and Some Fact; in 
Regard Thereto, 
From the Valdosta, Ga., News. 

It is not generally known, perhaps, that 
Lowndes county can boast of more pecan trees 
than any other in Georgia, but such is the 
case. Major Holliday first commenced plant- 
ing them twelve or fifteen years ago, and 
since then quite a number of citizens have 
bought trees from his nursery and planted 
them out. Mr. Tom Crawford has ten acres, 
about seven miles from town, which he 
planted ten years ago. His orchard is doing 
well, and one of the trees bore last year 
and two will bear this year. Mr. Craw- 
ford says it takes ten years for the 
irees to bear, and fifteen to be profitable. 
There isa large pecantree on Marion Nel- 
son’s place in town, set out by Malcolm Craw- 
ford about twenty-five or thirty years ago, 
trom which $25 to $30 worth of pecans are 
sold each year. It was from seeing the results 
from this tree thatinduced Mr. Crawford to 
plant his orchard, and he says his venture is 
coming fully up to his expectations. Captain 
Wells has about seventy-five or eighty trees 
on his place in town five or six years old 
which are looking finely, but too young to 
bear. Among others having bearing trees in 
their yards in town are Mrs. Josh Gritfin 
and Mrs. Besant. Mr. John Beatty, 
on Cat creek, has bearing 
trees on his place, and Mr. Crawford estimates 
that there are at least 500 bearing trees in the 
county, all young, besides the very large num- 
ber coming on. There is a tree in Berrien 
county, owned by Mr. Futch, from which he 
sells large quantities of nuts in Valdostaevery 
year. Parties in Darien, Ga., derive a large 
income from their pecan trees. A gentleman 
in Mississippi had a vacant place in tront of 
his house which he planted tn pecuns more for 
the shade than anything else, and eventually 
found them more valuable than all the rest of 
his plantations. It is well known that vast 
quantities of pecans are profitably grown in 
Texas. Thirty or forty thousand dollars worth 
gre brought into Indianola and sold every 
year. The pecan tree resembles very much 
the hickory nut tree, is very tough and hardy, 
and takes such astonishingly firm root in the 
ground that storms have not been known to 
blow them over. The trees should be planted 
about thirty feet apart. They constitute as 
handsome and efficient shade trees as any 
other, From statements which have been 
made to us by those who ought to 
know we believe with Mr. Crawford and 
others who have planted them that there 
is a bonanza in pecans. They do not bear as 
early, but in the long run a pecan grove in 
Georgia would be more valuable than an or- 
ange grove in Florida, because they are not 
liable tothe same disasters. Mr. Crawtord 
believes that English walnuts would do well 
in Georgia also. He has one on his place in 
town about six years old, too young to bear 
yet, but growing finely and rapidly. Major 
Holliday has one on his place. In view of all 
these facts it is confidently expected that these 
trees will be largely planted in this section in 
future.

THE TRUNK MURDERS. 

Crimina's, as a class, have little originality. 
They borrow the methods of their predeces- 
eors and imitate them closely. 

When the trunk containing Preller’s body 
was found in the Southern hotel at St. Louis, 
old newspaper readers quietly looked out for 
a similar horror. They did not have long to 
wait. Last Thursday ina baggage room at 
Pittsburg a suspicious trunk checked 
through from Chicago attracted attention. 
It was opened and found tocontain the 
dead body ofan Italian. Before the sensa- 
tion caused by this discovery had died away 
it was reported that another trunk containing 
adead body had passed through to Phila- 
delphia, checked from Columbus, Ohio. Of 
course it is impossible to tell how long this 
trunk murder creze will last, but it may be 
expected to continue until some bold crimi- 
nal blazes out a new pathway for his tollow- 
ers and imitators. Just at present every 
murderer who desires to safely get rid of the 
ghestly evidence of his crime leaps to the 
conclusion that his best course is to pack it 
in a trunk end ship it to a distant city. This 
method werks well only when people are 
unsuspicious. It will not do ata time when 
the newspapers are filled with trunk mar- 
derers. Suspicion is contagious. Already 
people are ina stateof mind concerning 
trunks. The stranger who wants to deposit 
a trunk or rhip it away any distance 
is regarded with an ominous scowl 
by railway employes, policemen, dray- 
men, hotel clerks, small boys and 
bysterical women. He is questioned and 
stared at until it becomes an easy matter to 
trace bim if it should become necessary. If 
one or two more trunks turn up with gory 
contents, something like a panic may be ex- 
pected. The privileges of the custom house 
cfiicers will be exercised at hotels, bazgage 
rooms and other places where trunks begin 
and end their journeys, Eves suspicious 
trunk will be opened andexamined. Drum- 
mers’ samples and feminine toggery wi'l be 
and thoroughly in- 
epected. ; 

But murderers read the newspapers and 
know what is going on. They will be quick 
to take the alarm. They know whenit is 
safe to pack their victimin a trunk. Now 
that public attention has been drawn to the 
business, it is probable that the men who 
commit secret murder, will find some other 
way of disposing of dead bodies. If they 
adopt a sensational method, however, we 
may expect itto become the rage fora time. 
Every novel feature incrime is destined to 
be imitated as long as imitation is safe.

Iconsider it an infernal business to 
blazon the boards of the city with these demoral 
izing plctures, and I think it is about time for the 
courts to take cognizance of the matter. I find 
the defendant Murphy guilty of the offense 
charged, and will defer sentence fora week.”’

A WOMAN’S STORY OF WORK A 
WOMAN CAN DO. 


Mrs. Eliza BR. Parker Gives Her Experience in Bee 
Culture—Practical Hints as to the Manage.. 
ment of the Business, and the Profit 
There is in it—Bee Notes. 


Epitors Coxstitution—Whatever opinions 
may be held as to the profits of bee raising in 
this country, the desire for information on the 
subject demonstrates the fact that there exists 
a very general and widespread interest in this 
branch of industry. Much has been said and 
written ot late in regard to bee-keeping as an 
occupation for women, and it is recommended 
to them as very light and very lucrative em- 
ployment. 

To avoid the disappointment that is sure to 
follow exaggerated and visionary whims on 
the subject, it may be well to emphasize the 
fact that the proper care of bees requires hard 
work, and, during certain seasons, a great 
deal of it. Any woman, with but a little 


outlay of time and strength, may take 


care of a few stands of bees and re. 
alize- a small return ; but, if 
undertaken a8 a means of support, patience 
and industry will be required to insure suc. 
cess, that it offers a profitable field of work to 
women, however, is now well demonstrated, 
and, cases are numerous where they haye 
grown rich at the business. 
BEE KEEPING A SCIENCE, 

Under the old system of bee keeping, bees 
required a great deal of care and attention, es- 
pecially during the summer season, while the 
winter were very destructive to them, thus 
rendering the business very precarious and 
uncertain, and at beet the profit very small. 
But under any of the new methods of bee man- 
agement, which are Sounded on correct and 
scientific principles, bee keeping is reduced to 
a science. There can be no loss Without a 
cause, there can be no gain without a 
proper understanding oof the natural 
habits and requirements of bees, and wa do 
not hesitate to say that a correct knowledge of 
the subject will insure success. 

After bees are once located in suitable hives, 
very little expense is required to keep them in 
good condition. Hives, if possible, should be 
placed on the south side of buildings, or a 
close board fence facing southeast or west. If 
they are [situated so as to be under the shade 
of trees, and thus oso from the rays ot 
the sun during the beat of the day, it will be 
best; the hives should be set three feet apart, 
and made to stand perfectly level. 

Beginners in bee raising,I should remember 
that bees always mark the location of their 
hives, and if the latter ara removed in the 
working season, the result is, all the bees that 
go forth are lost, therefore it is necessary to 
place the stocksearly in the spring before 
they have marked the situation of the stands, 
and not change them after the bees have 
commenced their labors. 

ASWAERM OF BEES. 

A swarm of bees contain one queen, thous- 
ands of workers, and in the summer season, a 
limited number of drones. The queen is the 
only fully developed female in the swarm, end 
usually lives from four tosix years. The 
queen basa sting, yet may be handled with 
impunity, for except in combat with a rival 
queen she will not use it. 

The working bee is much smaller than the 
queen, and on it devolves all the iabor of the 
swarm, if possesses an instinct byf little in- 
ferior to reason in the human family. 

The drone is the male bee, and swarms 
should not be permitted to rear a large num- 
ber of these non-producers,fas it takes a great 
deal of honey to support them in idleness for 
several montha. 

The natural increase of the honey bee is 
very imperfectly understood. The queen 
lays all the fertile eggs in the swarm, A high 
temperature will forward, whilea low tem- 
perature will retard the maturing of the 
brood. The controling of swarming is now per- 
fectly understood, and it is important that the 
bee keeper should become acquainted with the 
best method. 

HOW TO EXTRACT PROFIT. 

To receive the greatest amount of profit 
from bees they must be fed before nature 
furnishes them food. White sugar dissolved 
in water is the best article for the 
r rpose. The sources from which 
ECS collect honey are various. 
Almost every flower, tree, shrub and vine in 
field, forest or garden yields honey, and in 
the south, the home of the bee, a profusion of 
wild flowers afford arich harvest. When we 
take into consideration the fact that bees will 
go seven miles or more to collect material, it 
igs easy to understand that acertain number 
of swarms will succeed in almost any locality, 
and that bee-keeping can be made a very 
profitable and healthful occupation for 
women, especially those who, to the injuryol 
their health, are confined to the house, ex- 
cluded from the air and sunshine a great por- 
tion of the time. 

In an article as limited as this, it is impes- 
sible to give correct ruies for bee culture, and 
we are only endeavoring in it 
show to women seeking a means of 
surport that bees give ample return for the la- 
bor and care required by them, especially im 
the south, where climate and food is so favora- 
ble. But to succeed with beea we should re- 
collect that personal experience is tho best 
guide, or in other words, that ‘practice makes 
perfect.” 

In engaging in the. business, none but 
strong, healthy stocks should be bought, 
and the best hives only used, then taeir 
natural habits &nd requirements should be 
closely studied, and the care and attention 
given them that knowledge teaches they re- 
quire. The precise condition of the bees 
should always be known. Whether thay are 
weak or strong, without a «queen, orin any 
wey requiring assistance from their keeper. 
To succeed in this industry or in anything. 
elee, one must become interested in their 
work, when annoyances and discomforts will 
seem trivial, when compared with the success 
which patience and perseverance will surely 


bring to the earnest worker.

Only in the nineteenth 
century the waking hascome. Now brains and 
muscles are busy everywhere in the manufacture 
of labor saving machinery—of new implements in 
the cajling—and anew era hes dawned in the 
farmer’s world, Under the impulses of this won- 
ceriul ege farming is becoming almost a pastime. 
it is elevated to the dignity of a science, and the 
ecucated farmer is become a source of power and 
influence éverywhere. In proportion as the call- 
ing is elevated, in the same proportion are the 
implements snd machines necessary to its suc- 
cessiu! prosecution multiplied. The rude fork 
and beam that once did duty as plow, and scraped 
a small furrow in the yielding soil have given place 
to the valley farmer end the gang sulky, which 
pulverize the yielding soil till it smiles like a ver 
garden, ready dressed for the seed. Thehorse on 4 
tivator takes the place of the hand hoe, and the 
meadows and the harvest flelds miss the whetting 
scythe and the reaper’s song in the presence of the 
mechinery that prostrates and binds or gathers 
whole acres et a round, 

Lhe inventive geniusof our free country has 
outstripped the wer din the discovery and manu- 
facture of newimplements and machinery for the 
farmer’s use. New and improved methods of 
farming follow the introduction of new and im- 
proved machinery for carrying it on, and the work 
has only just begun. 

In proportion to the increase of machinery in 
farming is the necessity of technical education to 
the farmers increased. There is nolimit to the 
demand which the subject makes. To be 
able to keep in order or repair 
the delicate machinery of a 
steam engine may be one thing, while to welda 
broken plowpoint, or forge the iron bolt inthe 
axle ofthe reaper and binder is another: but 
— may be essential to the well being of the 

arm. 

Allour manufacturing establishments in this 
country proceed uponthe idea of a division of 
labor. Noone man does all the work on any one 
eriicle,since the introduction of machinery to 
take the place of band work. Take, for instance, 
& manufactory ofsteam engines. You will find 
the work divided into sections or departments. 
The workmen who make the cylinders have no 
connection with those who make the valves and 
pipes. Thebolts and rods are turned by one 
class Of workmen, while the steel barsand iron 
frames are madeeach by another set. Ths dif- 
ferent classes of workmen may not understand 
how to — put together the completed 
machine, but there must be one man 
at jeast who does, and on his skill and genius and 
fitness ior his place, will depend the success of the 
entire establishment. The iron products of the 
shop will gotorth, each with the impress of his 
thought uponit. He must be able todothe work 
in detai! himself if he would direct others in the 
manufacture of the separate parts, So it is with 
cur farming establishments, The laborers who 
work ip grooves audkeep the separatedepartments 
under wey oughtto be directed by one head at 
least that comprehends the entire pursuit. Such 
ie the graduate of our modern technical college 
He is not confined to a single branchin the great 
Gepartment of modern art and science. He 
bas ihe werid at his feet. Trae, his 
powers may be egreater in one direction 
then iv apuether, or his information more 
eccvrate bceanse of aspecial fondness for some 
certain process or pursuit, but the great fact after 
all is that be hes the knowledge and the training 
necessary tocarry him forward to an almost un- 
limited extent, and what he hes learned himself 
to do, he can show ana teach others how to do. 

To illustrate the importance of technical train- 
ing to the farmer. 1 mignt confidently appeal to 
the expererce of every farmer in this audience. 
How cften has the work of one department been 
stoppcd because of son e break in the machinery 
of au engine, a rcaper,a cotton gin, and on account 
of tie inability of eny one near to mend the 
brceken part, a workman must be sent for andim- 
ported irum along distance, everything s opped 
in the meanwhile, waiting on his coming. 

But the profession is interested in technical 


treiniig in yet acother view that may 
be taken of the subject. Notwithstanding 
ail the wonderful progress made 


in theinvention aud manufacture of new and 
improved farm machinery it must be seen by 
every one that the subjectis not half exhausted. 
In proof of thisit will be only necessary to remind 
you thatscarcely a day passes that does not wit- 
ness the invention of tome implement for saving 
labor, or more effectually applying to the business 
Ofiarming. Hitherto almost all the great inven- 
tions in this department have been the offspring 
of persons engaged ina totally different cailing 
The farmer does notinvent new implements forthe 
farmer. How different might this be if you farm- 
ers were educated in mechanics, and would be 
able to bring to bearatrained eyeand hand on 
the work of improving the tools of the trade. Ed- 
ucate the farmer technically and the farmer wil! 
necestarlly Gignify his calling and elevate the 
grade of the machinery with which his livelihood 
is obtained, 

Finally the education of our farmers in techni- 
cal schoo's will tend to preserve their indepeu- 
dence in their calling. The grandest trait of the 
tiller of the soil in ali ages has been his freedom 
from the slavery of custom or trade. An agricul- 
tural people are generally a free people. In pro- 
portion as the products of his work approximate 
tothe savisfaction of all his wants, in the same 
proportion will his independence increase. Make 
the tarm self sustaining, and the farmer self-cuffi- 
cient, and you have mace alittle world, the law 
of wiore life is the will of the autocrat who owns 
and Cirectsit. Givethe farmer a technical edu- 
cation end you have lifted him over many a harsh 
and distressing demand in the line of his ever re- 
turning duties 

But my time is exhaus‘ed. 

I bave said that the country is widely exercis °d 
on the subject of technical education. Jt has been 
my fortuneto aid, in some smal] measure, the 
progress of the cause. 

I trust the time will soon come when the dream 
of Jefferson shail be realized and a college, a tech- 
nical college, teaching to the auxious students 
the great professions of life—shall be withina 
Gay’s ride of every young man in all our land. 

Theu our country, scarred and blighted, shall 
spring tothe front of the world’s great march, 
taking her poe with her offerings of arts and her 
trium phs of science starring her forehead like glit- 
teriug gems from the mines, in the rank where 
her bistory and her splendid possibilities entitle 
her to;xmove. Iam not large enough and patriotic 
euvough to set the nation above my section. There 
is naught but ny and devotion to my own 
people in my heart, pity and love our country 
because of her misfortunes, 

Pardon me one moment. In the visions that 
FOometimes throng my waking moments I have 
loved to imagine the future glory oi our soutbera 
land. While the spirit of prophetic inspiration 
was upon mel have seen our fields reviving under 
new systems of labor and improvements; | have 
seen our valleys smiling with peace and plenty, 
end our billsides covered with verdure and golden 
grain; and over all, and in all, I have heard the 
busy throbbings of a greatsystem of manufactures, 
toward which the eyes of all nations shall be 
turned with longing hope and expectation. 

When the stapie that grows in our fields, and 
the minerals that sleep in our mountains shal! be 
gathered to fill the currents oi commerce, and re- 
ceive, under the skilled and educated hands of 
our people, new bealities and new values adapted 
to the wants of civilization; when tbe smoke ol 
our furnaces shali herald the rising sun, and the 

sound of the hammers of our artisans beat the ta'- 
too of his setting, then I have thought will the 
throne of commercial empire, deserting the pre- 
cints of Bunker Hill, Lowell and Pitisburg, find 
its destined resting place on the banks of the 
Ocmulgee, the Chattahochee and the Savannah. 

Then, indeed, the triumphs of peace will efface 
the memury and atone for the suffering and dis- 
asters of war—then shall revive new smiles on tne 
scerred faccs ofour hopes—and in the passing 
years, this, our Southland, our Palestine, hedged 
in by the mountains, and washed by the seas, 
shall be called the land of liberty, the refuge of 
the oppressed, the hope of the nations, the seat of 
cor mercial domirfon—at the mention of whose 
name the slaves of tyranny aud the satraps of 
power shall bow with involuntary homage in all 
the earth-—a land of homes—begirt with the offer- 
ings of beanty an4 love, and brightened with the 
smiles of nnending peace, where the altars ef 
worship shalismo«e with daily incense, and the 
ladder of faith from each fireside stretch upward 
with its rounds of friendship, andcharity, and 
love, as in the Patriarch's yision, resting its topoa 
the rim of the skfes, over which the worn and 
weary pilgrims. tired with life’s battles and tri- 
umphs, shell finally passfrom the shadows of 
earth to the glories of Heaven!’’

At three o’clock p, m. the business session of the 
club was held in the halk of the Holton farmers’ 
club, President Northen presiding. 

On account of the large number of members, 
whose names would have to be read, the calling 
of the roll was omitted, 

Miss Bessie Mills, by a unanimous vote, was 


elected an associate member, and Masters Robert 
Park and Howard Bryant active members of the 
cub. Governor aud Mrs. Robie, of Maine, Major 
Ben Perley Poor, of Washington, D. U., Kx- 
United States Commissioner of Agriculture Lor- 
ing, United States Commissioner of Agriculture 
Coleman; Mr, D. D. T. Moore, of New york, and 
Hon, Luther Tucker, of Albany, New York, were 
elected honorary members. Governor Robie for- 
merly taught school at Thomaston. Georgia. 

The report of-Treasurer, W. J. Pitts was read 
by Mr. W. C. Warner, of Atlanta. The report 
showed that one hundred and one dollars and 
thirteen cents had been received from all 
sources, and one hundred and fiye dollars 
and eighty-three cents expended, leaving a deficit 
of four doliarsapd-seventy cents. The club re- 

uires no fees from its members, whatever funds 
that are necessary being raised by voluntary con- 
tributions, 

Secretary Herbert called the roll of the dead, 
and read touchingly beautifully obituaries in their 
honor. Since its organization, but three members 
of the club baye died: T. W. Dickey, of Green- 
ville, 8.

J. Harrington, of 
Tuscumbia, Ala., member of the executive com- 
mittee, and Mis, Fannie Steed Bowman, of Hol- 
tor, Ga. On motion of Col, H. H. Jones, the testi- 
monials to the worth of the dead members were 
indorsed by a rising vote. 

It was ordered that a page of the club’s journal 
be inscribed tothe memory of each of the deceas- 
€d members, 

Under the head of new business. the constitu- 
tion was amended soasto permit the organiza- 
tion of local clubsin the several southern states. 
Messrs. R. A. Nisbet, W.W. Stringfellow, and W. 
C, Warner were appointed a committee to select a 
place for the next annual meeting. 

On motion of Mr, W. C. Toole. of Americus, 
Georgia, the president was directed to cali a meet- 
ing of the club to occur at Macon during the state 
fair next fall. 

The following officers were elected for the next 
year: W. J. Northen, of Georgia, president; sSid- 
ney Herbert, of Georgia, secretary, and W, C. 
Warner, of Georgia, treasurer. R. A. Nisbet, of 
Macon, was elected vice-president for Georgia, and 
W. C. Toole, C. W. Howard and George Jones 
members ol the executive committee for Georgia. 
C. T. Thomas, of Arkansas, was elected vice presi- 
cent for that state in place of V. P. Carr, resigned 
on eccount of age.. W. C, Stubbs, of Alabama, was 
elected member of the executive committee for 
that state in place of 8. J. Harrington, deceased. 
The remaining officers will be chosen by the 
former executive com mittee. 

A resclution of thanks to Captain R, E, Park, for 
valuable assistance rendered the club by him, 
was adopted by a rising vote. Captain Park 
replied in a speech full of hope for the club’s fu- 
ture. He took occasion to suggest that the club 
could begin a greatly. needed reform by putting 
its condemnation en the promiscuous and sense: 
less use of. such titles as ‘‘captain,”’ ‘‘colonel,”’ 
‘judge,’ etc. Hedidnot think that everg little 
two-by three fellow deservéda title, and taovuznt 
the time had come to institute a search for a few 
private soldiers and citizens, Major Herbert in- 
corsed Ceptain Park’s remarks, and tolda good 
joke on Count J. B. Gorman, of Taibotion.

Thanks 
were tendered Mr. J. J. Griffin, ofthe East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad for courte- 
sies, and also tothe various railroads of the state 
for reduced rates. A resolution offered by Secre- 
retary Herbert, thanking the Holton farmers’ 
club and the people of Holton for their hospital- 
ity, Was unanimously adopted by a rising vote.

Mr. W. C. Warner, of Atlanta, was introduced, 
and made aspec@ that provoked much applause.

A WAR INUIDENTDT.,. 


The Love Between Master and Slave as 
Shown at Island No, 10, 
From the Louisville Courier-Journal. 

Of General Alpheus Baker, now of this city, 
but formerly a citizen of Eutaula, Ala., a 
lewyer by profession, and an orator of great 
sweetness of diction and power, the following 
incident is related: 

He owned aslavecalled Paris, before the 
war and at the timethe first gun fired oa 
Sumter. The slave was ahuge negro, very 
dark in complexion, six feet two in stature, 
aud correspondingly large in frame, making 
a pertegt specimen of manhood physically. 
The gefiérai quit his home and family to fol- 
low the fortunes of the confederacy. Ht 
said to hisservant Paris: “I am going ts 
the war, Paris; will you go with me?” Par- 
is, who loved and admired his master, ae 
once assented, and fullowed the wanderingo 
of his master as adevoted squire, until the 
general, with those associated with him, was 
captured by General John Pope at Island No. 
10 in the Mississippi river. In the presence 
of the federal soldiers, when the general was 
about to be hurried off as a prisoner to John- 
son’s island, his servant Paris came to see 


bim. In the interview which took 
place, in which much that was atlec- 
tionate occurred between the master 


and his old servant, the general said 
tohim: “Well, Paris, what are you going to 
do?” Paris replied: ‘Well, massa, with the 
help of God, I’m goin’ back to mistus and de 
chil’ern.”’ Thetwo old friends, who had been 
boys together on the old plantation in the 
‘‘Land of Rest,” and were about the same age, 
shook hands in silence and in tears. Paris 
turned to go, but had gone but a few feet away 
from his master when 
ed toward him again, his soul swelling 
up from its lowest depths and his countenance 
all aglow with the fervor of pure affection, 
end rushed into his master’s arms, weeping 
like an infant, and exclaiming, “‘Massa, let 
me hug you!” The two men clasped each 
other, and their sighs and sobs brought 
tears to the eyes of the victors who sur- 
rounded them, and the. expression was 
heard; “Great God, see what aflection be- 
tween the master and his old servant!” 

And that affection between master add wor- 
thy servant remains to-day in all the south, 
and will be a bulwark of the conservative ele- 
ment of the country through all coming time.

"ANSWERING SAM JONES. 


WHAT REV. GBORGE LEONARD 
CHANBY SAID LAST NIGHT. 


He Takes Issue With Mr, Jones, and Defends Some 
of the Things That Mr. Jones Attacked—W hat 
fie Bays of Club Life, Erc—Preaching In 
the Other Ohurches- Etc—Etc. 


Last evening Mr. Chaney gave a candid re- 
view of a sermon preached in Trinity church 
last Sunday eyening by Rev. Samuel Jones. 
He took his text from Matthew xi: 8, “What 


raiment? Behold, they that wear soft cloth- 
ing are in kings’ houses,” 

“What I like about Mr. Jones,’ said the 
preacher, “‘is his hatred of sin. What I do not 
like is his hatred of the sinner.” We cannot 
efford to undervalue, in these davs of smooth 
things, the man who shows such a capacity for 
honest rage at evil. In this I agree with him. 
I could almost envy him his belief in Satan, it 
80 intensifies and concentrates his anger at sin, 
to get it, by sheer force of a creative imagina- 
tion, where he can throw his inkstand at it, as 
Luther did. But the man who believes utterly 
in God cannot believe in the devil. There is 
not room for both in the same universe, 

I think the success of thisson of thunder 
who has somehow dropped down from the 
clouds upon this particular spot of earth, 
comes not alone from the rumor that attends 
him, but from his earnestness and his unex- 
pectedness. You never know what he will 
say next—notacommon faultin the pulpit. 
This alone is: refreshing, even if a moment 
afterwards you wish you could forget what he 
has said. 

It was said of Paul that much learning had 
made him mad. I do not think this will ever 
be-said of our latest evangelist. I do not say 
this disparagingly. Itis no qualification for 
moving work among the lowly, to havea 
lofty styleand lordly diction. Some ot this 
man’s converts would not understand him if 
he used good grammer. 

Mr. Jones is a devout believer in everlast- 
ing punishment. He has faith to believe in 


heli, Well, I have faith not to believe it; 
at least not asa (finality in itself 
or for any soul, But since Mr. 


Jones believes it lam glad he hs; the grit to 
preach it. Nothing will more suvely put out 
the monstrous notion of never-ending punish- 
ment or sin and suffering co-eternal with God, 
than preaching it. The more fully and wide- 
ly it is preached, the more promptly will a 
sound humanity spew it out of its mouth. Sin 
and its deformity and suffering as a phase in 
the development of soul-life on this planet, 
ere sure enough facts. But to take a passage 
in human pest involving wholesome and 
corrective discipline; rob it ofits only worthy 
feature as discipline, magnify its misery end- 
leesly and then posit it asthe final, change- 
less and useless state of the vast majority of 
mankind after death, issuch an infernal put- 
ting of the divine plan, that almost it would 
persuade me to believe in Satan as its only 
possible author. 

In our rough prophet’s challenge of sin, in 
high as in low places, one can _ but 
teel a wholesome satisfaction. Oaly there 
seema to be a sort of spiritual nihilism, sug- 
gestive of dynamite and fhfernal machinery,in 
the offense our preacher finds in all kinds of 
respectability. An office of trust, a title, a 
position in society, a club of gentlemen, a 
dancing party, are so much red bunting toa 
bull and for which he charges down upon it 
in full career. 

Mr. Chaney said he had no ambition to play 
the part of sin’s apologist or special attorney 
for club-life and dancing parties. A good 
rule for married men, in choosing their places 
of resort, would ke to patronize no places of 
refreshmentor amusement where they would 
not like to be seen by their wives. And a like 
rule for an unmarried man would be to have 
the rame regard forthe lady he wished to 
make his wife. Gembliwg and over-drinking 
are not the monopoly of club houses, nor are 
they the leading features of such places. Read- 


ing, conversation, trade, business,  hos- 
pitality, twenty innocent uses £re 
subserved in such associations. 


besidss the few harmful practices for which 
they are sweepingly condemned. As to danc- 
ing parties, a subject on which the Christian 
charity of this most Christian city has gone 
to such disastrous wreck in the late storm, a 
greater preacher, so the preachers assure us, 
than apy of them, has said: ‘‘There is a time 
to mourn andatimeto dance.” - 

The simple fact which all such protest for- 
gets is that American society has grown since 
Wesley visited Georgia on his first missionary 
journey and found Savannah a settlement 
with forty houses, and all westot it an Indian 
hunting ground. For the early day the early 
ways of primitive Methodism were excellent- 
ly fitted, but now they must be broadened to 
suit the growth in wealth, learning, culture, 
taste and intelligence of that grand and living 
community. 

Human society, American civilization, will 
never accept again®the short and narrow bed 
of early Methodism, unless in some awful re- 
action from a conception in church and state 
as compelling as that which moved the old 
Puritan and Wesleyan protest and separation. 
If Methodism is to do forthe coming genera- 
tion what it did for the wild beginnings of 
American society, it must adopt its ways and 
means to the conditions df this new America. 
The church at’ large is doing this. Its men 
wear their broadcloth, its women their silk 
and satin; its boys gotocollege; its girls to 
the opera and bothto dancing parties, and 
none of them are the worse for it. 

In‘ conclusion the preacher reviewed 
some other features in Mr. Jones’ sermon 
and said he did not know whether in 
addition to his moral irascibility, which was 
one part of the reformer’s outfit, he also had 
that modest deference to a higher spirit than 
bis own, which was the marked quality in 
the true John Baptist. If so much could be 
pardoned to his reckless rage at sin, he had 
abundant material for modesty, if his confes- 
sions of successive breaking down and putting 
in for repair were true, and we might fairly 
expect charity towards the sins of others 
from 80 ample an experience, the need of par- 
don in the accuser. 


First Baptist Church--Morning Service. 

Extra chairs in allthe aisles were necessary 
to accom modate the attendance at this service. 
Dr. Hawthorne preached from the subject, 
“God and Mammon,” a sermon of unusual 
power and great force. 

The great primal, basal truth of the only re- 
ligion that ever satisfied the human heart is 
the unity of the Divinity. This is a revela- 
tion, made first to the Jews, the only nation 
before .Christ that believed in the one God, 
The first deity worshipped by paganism was 
light. The Chaldeans, in the rising orb of 
day, saw the burning eye of God. Afterward 
came personal deities, presiding over the won- 
ders of nature, and paganism reached its cli- 
max in making gods of ideal men. 

Polytheism is the deification of the passions. 
Man deifies his own lifeand in mythology 
we findthe true character of ancient Greace. 
Their Gods were the deification of their prac- 
tices. Reaching out here and there for a per- 
sonal God, they found him not. The religion 
of nature cannot rise above its source. 

The unity of the divine nature was Israel’s 
corner stone. It made them’ a peculiar peo- 
ple, favored of God. It cameto them by 
special revelation. Science goes out and 
makes it vast excursions through the realms 
of nature and comes back shaking its head, 
saying there is no God—while to Egypt was 


given the mission of a great 
civilization, and to Greece the 
culture of arts, to Israel was 


committed the divine commission of preserv- 
ing the pure taith. And so long as they be- 
lieved in the one God, they maintained their 
commonwealth and preserved their integrity. 
But as they it 3 into the idolatry of their 
neighbors they lost their grandeur as @ nation 
and a people. TEM 
This is the corner stone of our civilization. 
We have a more perfect revelation‘as we have 
seen the personalty of the man Christ But 
this beliefin one God must be a living reality 
im bedded in the human soul, not a mere spec- 
ulative belief. Now all assent there is one

God, devils believe itand tremble. The as- 
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sassin, dripping with human blood, believes 
it as truly asthe martyr at thestake. It must 
be to us, not merely a system of speculative 
ideas, buta living faith. Piety that has not 
for its basis downright morality, is now 
and forever false. The principles of the Bible 


are not mere abstractions; they are enunciated . 


by divine power, by one supreme God of the 
universe, who launched the earth into space 
and kindled the stars. Not to obey them is to 
defy his sovereignty. 

We can serve but one God. The mammon 
of which Christ spake was the appetites and 
the lusts. Be not deceived by words, but look 
at realities. It is no worse to worship at the 
temple of Bacchus than to be a slave to the 
wine cup. The man who stupifies his brain 
and bloats his body with beer carves out for 
his own worship an image of Bacchus. The 
woman of fashion, the gay, giddy butterfly of 
so-called society, worships at a genuine shrine 
of idolatry. The love of money that makes 
one forgetful of Christian duty, makes him 
as much @ pagan as he who bows down 
before and worships a golden 
God. An antique figure of Saint Peter in Rome 
was once the Sapien of a heathen temple, and 
to-day idolatry in the garb of religion is often 
worshiped. How many with one hand on 
God’s temple and the other on the temple of 
Mammon are trying to serve both. 

We have nothing to fear from the intellec- 
tual but from the moral denial of Christ. I 
fear not the attacks of science but the influ- 
ence of the woman who loves the german 
more than her Bible, I fear not the geologist 
butthe church member who goes from the 
cup of the Lord to the cup of devils, who 
makes one visit a week to the Lord’s temple 
and ten aday to the bar-room. 


Congregationai Church, 

The servicesat the “Church of the Re- 
demer”’ were more then usually impressive. 

Atghe opening of the morning ‘ervice the 
hall was filled with an intelligent audience. 

It is prettily generally understood that those 
who meet withthis people from Sabbath to 
Sabbath come for one purpose, namely: Seek 
ing thetruth. By that we mean attractions 


‘outside of the pulpit are not to be found with 


this church at present. While loving. hearts 
and willing hands decorate with floral offer- 
ings tothe Lord, yet the hall of itself is any- 
thing but attractive. 

The singing is congregational and has the 
gospelinitasweli as the sermon, hence we 
conclude that Dr. Eddy’s plain dealing with 
gospel truths is reaching the people.

church, and new life in Christ. 


Following the sermon was the administra- 
tion of the Lord’s Supper. 

Dr. Eddy preached a grand sermon on 
Christ and his relationship to the church, 
from First Corinthiaas, xii; 12: 
“For 23 the body is one, 


and hath many members, and all the mem- 
bers of the body being many, are one body; so 
also is Christ.”” All scholarly commentators 
— that by Christ in the text is meant the 
church as united in Christ. Now the life im- 
parted by Christ is another name for the bap- 
tism of the spirit, the annointing from above. 
In thiicht of this thought read the parable 
of tf "Vine, “I am the vine, ye are the 
branches.” Branches of the Christ vine. 
Abiding in Me, ye become fruitful; Christly 
fruits, Christly affections and purposes, Christ- 
ly words of wisdom and charity, Christly 
labors of love and patience. A Christly life, 
and if need be a death of sacrifice for the sal- 
vation of men. Such are the precious clusters 
borne by the branches of the Christ vine, fill- 
ing éarth and heaven with fragrance and 
gladness. Jesus is ourhigh priest. He puts 
our prayers into his censer, joins them with 
His own and offers them to 
the Father. And we know 
the promise “whatsoever ye ask in my name 
itshall be given you.” When the church 
prays it isthe Christ that prays, the Christ 
who says, “the Father heareth me always.’ 
Christ is the great teacher and prophet of the 
world, revealing Ged, and Heaven and hell, 
and duty and everlasting life. Wherever the 
gospel is preached it is the Christ that speaks. 
Every word of saving truth is uttered in His 
name. Thechurch is a prophesying church. 
His eye sweeps the future, and she announces 
with no uncertain sound coming events— 
judgment, resurrection, new heavens, new 
earth. The power of the church depends on 
the close, vital union with Christ. Without 
Christ the church isa ghastly corpse. The 
remark is equally applicable to the individual 
Christian. ‘I am crucified with Christ, nev- 
ertheless I liye.” The glory of the church is 
Christ. Oh! that we may all be joined with 
Christ, a partoftheone true vine. Thusshall 
we be one in spirit, in service, in the work of 
reconciliation, in teaching, in kingship. 


At the First Presbyterian, 

Dr. Barnett preached yesterday evening a 
powerful sermon on the historical, etwmolog- 
ical and religious significance of the word 
“Christian,” to a large congregation. The 
sermon was repeated by request. — 

Dr. Barnett is a great preacher, in the per- 
fect sense of that word. Learned, eloquent 
and earnest, he is never pedantic, never 
rhetorical, but always tender, forcible and 
effective. Few men hold so thoroughly the 
hearts of his péople as Dr. Barnett. That they 
love him, is evinced by the reverent and re- 
sponsive attention with which they hang on 
his words. While he preaches to the heart he 
satisfies the mind, and thus holds his congre- 
gation close to himself. His sermon of yes- 
terday was notable for strength and power 
and tenderness, and ought to be written in 
enduring letters where all the world might 
read. 


Atthe First Methodist Church. 
The Rev. Mr. Glenn talked to his congregs- 
tion: yesterday morning on the subject of 
“Treading the Wine Press Alone.” The ser- 
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mon was one of unusual sweetness and strength 
and was almost —s in its appeal to the 
members of his church to aid him in the great 
work before him and not leave him to “tread 
the wine press alone.””’ It madea profound 
impression on his large congregation and must 
result happily for the cause this strong and 
conscientious preacher serves so ably and so 
unselfishly. After the cemmunion service it 
was announced that fourteen new members 
would be taken into the church next Sunday 
afternoon.
